TIME FOB A BREAK. 


Mr. Taylor Tells Ylhj the 
Hegroes 
Should No Longer Be BepabJIeang. 


iNDiAKAFOLTa, July 26.—The national 
conference of colored men, which opend 
at the Hendricks club rooms to-day, will 
be one of great significance, not only to 
the colored race, bit to the people of 
the whole country. 


The Hon. O. H. J. Taylor, who was 
appointed minister to Liberia by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and who is at present 
editor of the Public Educator^ of Kan- 
sas Gity, is one of the most prominent 
colored men here. 


In an interview with Mr. Taylor, he 
gave some interesting facts concerning 
the negro of the present day. He said 
that the colored men were breaking 
away surprisingly from their old super- 
stitions. President Cleveland had dem- 
onstrated that the fears which colored 
men had felt in case of democratic suc- 
cess were groundless, and were brushing 
away the cobwebs of superstition placed 
over their eyes by republican teachings. 
In Kansas, Mr. Taylor said, there were 
upwards of a hundred colored oluDs rep- 
resenting 
several 
thousand 
colored 
voters. 


In Wyandotte his own ccunty the 
democratic majority was now over 1,000, 
whereas it used to go republican by the 
same number, the change being due to 
the change of the colored vote. 
He 
stated further that there were nearly 
200 good speakers among the colored 
men who are willing to take the stump 
for Cleveland and Thnrman this fall. 


"The negro is interested." he saicl, 
in the life of no party any further than 
that party seems to subserve his inter- 
est." He believes that Kansas will give 
8,000 colored votes for Cleveland and 
Thurman this year, and the nation 250,- 
000.

Acid to Disfigure Her Hus- 
band. 


CoiiiniBUB, Ind,, July 25.—The in 
quest in the Doran case is progressing 
slowly, but the finding will be that the 
deceased came to his death at the bands 
of his wife. 
She confessed yesterday 
before the coroner that she tiirew the 
acid in his face to disfigure him so that 
other women would not run after him, 
but had no intention of killing him. She 
says she is ready aud willing to undergo 
any punishment a jury may mete out to 
her. 


Worms Eating the Potatoes. 


WBST CHBBTHB, Pa., July 25.—A 
number of lesidents of this place and 
vicinity have made the discovery the 
last few days that their potato crop is 
nearly a total loss, because of a very ac- 
tive worm that has cut and eaten them 
to an extent making them almout worth- 
less. The vines retained their freshness 
a d all outward indications for a good 
croD were satisfactory, but upon dig- 
ging up the roots the above related con- 
dition was found to exist. 
A number of 
farmers have ploughed up and fed their 
entire crop to their pigs.

The Committee on Agrienltnre Beeon- 
siders the Lee Bill—Other 
Congresslcnal News. 


WASHiNeTON, July 25.—The house 
committee on agriculture to-day recon- 
aidered its action of last week, and de- 
eided to report to the honse the Lee bill 
to prevent the sale, manufacture or 
transportation of adulterated articles of 
food, drink and drugs; also a substitute 
for the Butterworth bill defining lard 
and imposing tax upon compound lard 
and regulating its sale, importation and 
exportation. 


The house took up and considered the 
bill to establish a United States land 
court and to provide for a judicial inves- 
tigation and settlement of private land 
claims in the territories of Arizona and 
Mexico and the state of Colorado. 


It establishes a United States land 
oonrt, to consist of a chief justice and 
two associate justices appointed by the 
president, by and with the conse ct of 
the senate, 


SIOUX INDIANS ARE SCHEMEBS. 


Their Opposition to the BUI a Bnse to 
Bet Presents. 


PiBBBv, D. T., July 24.—Over 3,000 
Indians are at Cheyenne agency. Fort 
Bennett, pursuant to orders of the In- 
dian agent, awaiting the arrival of the 
Sioux Indian commissioners. 
It is not 
known definitely when the commission 
will arrive. 


The Indians will remain in camp at 
Fort 
Bennett until the negotiations 
are over. The disposition among the 
Indians now is not to sign the treaty, 
but the best informed men that it is a 
ruse of the Indians to create an expres- 
sion of hostility to the measure, that 
they may extract presents, feasts, etc., 
after which they will all sign to a man. 


All the agency employes and every 
male and female school teacher on the 
Cheyenue reservation have been called 
to the agency, and are laboring with the 
Indians to persuade them to sign the 
bill, and their influence is large. 
No 
trouble of any kind is anticipated, as 
the agent has ample troops to suppress 
any insurrection.

Judge Buck was led to impose a light 
sentence through belief of their story, 
that they went to Chicago to get work 
and were enticed into this, their first 
crime, by the leader of an organized 
gang of burglars there. About 8 o'clock 
last night they were discovered in an at- 
tempt to break jail, having sawed off 
the bars of the lower windoira in the jail 
wall.

The Big Boring Mill BMelved at the 
Bass Works. 


The new machinery at the Bass works 
is being rapidly placed in position in the 
machine department, and when com- 
pleted they will have the finest equip- 
ped department of any manufactory in 
the country. The old machinery is all 
being removed and the new that is being 
substituted for it, is of the latest and 
most approved patterns. 


Among them is a ten-foot turning and 
boring mill, arranged to have a swing 
of sixteen feet. It is the largest of the 
kind in the state, weighs twenty-scTen 
tons, and will cost, when flnisheid, $6,- 
000. 


It was built by the Niles tool works, 
of Hamilton, Ohio, and ig guaranteed to 
turn up a pulley, sixteen feet In diame- 
ter, with a two-foot face, in sixteen 
hours. It is a double header, having 
two large tool poets and a friction feed 
and is very finely finished. It is, in fact, 
a daisy and is attracting considerable at- 
tention among the machinists of the city. 
The machinery will all be in position by 
the first of next week.
